Berwind, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and sev- 
eral other large hanking houses and 
Individual capitalists." 



U. S. BATTLESHIP LAUNCHED. 

Warship New Hampshire Given tho 
Water at Camden. 

Camden, X. .!., June ,'lf). — The bat- 
tleship New Hampshire was launched 
today nt the yards of the Now York 
Shipbuilding company In this city, Mi<s 
Hazel Mohan" daughter of Governor 
McLane, Of Now Hampshire christened 
the battleship. 

The battleship New Hampshire will 
be a powerful addition to Uncle Sam's 
navy. She is of 1(1,000 tons burden, 
with a length of 450 feet and extreme 
breadth of 7fi feet 10 Inches. She will 
be required to steam IS knots for four 
consecutive hours. The main battery 
nt the New Hampshire will constat of 
four 12-inch breech-loading rifles and 
twelve 7-inch breech-loading rifles. In 
tho secondary battery will be twenty 
3 - inch rapid - Are guns, twelve 
3 - pounder semi - automatics, : four 
1 -pounder uenil-automatics, two fc-lnch 
Held pieces, two 30-catlbre automatics 
and two 30-cttlibre machine guns. 

The hull of the battleship is of steel 
throughout. It is protected at the 
water-line by a complete bolt of armor 
9 feet 3 inches wide, having a maxi- 
mum thickness of 11 Inches for about 
200 feet amidships. Forward and aft 
of this the maximum thickness is nine 
inches within the limit of magazines, 
from which point the thickness Is 
gradually decreased to four Inches at 
the stem and stern. The 12-inch bar- 
bettes extend from iho protected deck 
to about four feet above the main 
deck, and consist of ten Inches of 
armor in front and seven and one half 
In the rear above the gun deck. 

The engines are of the vertical twin- 
screw, four cylinder, triple-expansion 
type, of a combined horse-power of 
16,500. There are twelve . boilers, 
placed in six water-tight compart- 
ments. There are. three funnels ,each 
100 feet high above tho base line.

ernment and wishes to disperse out as 
!i revolutionary body and again resort 
!o force and repression, lias failed., and 
the constantly recurring disaffection 
Ctnong the troops and the sad ovi- 
1 deuces of disloyal It; in lite regiment of 
I the imperial guards of which the Era- 
» ppror himself i« a colonel, and tlie 
' gruud dukes honorary officers, probably 
convinced hi* majesty of folly of try- 
ing further to temper the feeling of 
the country. At any rate, according to

THE CASE OF "HOLY ANN." 

There crop up from time to time 
curious instances of persons, with re- 
ligious zeal and faith which appar- 
ently transform them into beings who 
live In regions very close to the super- 
natural. The traditions of the church 
are fined with these Instances, Many 
of them — the incredulous would say 
all — are so entwined with fable that It 
is difficult, to say how much of wheat 
and how much of chaff are In the 
narratives. Many ni'tracles are record- 
ed. The higher critics tell us that all 
miracles are Impossible. With that 
we shall not deal. 

Among- the most common form of 
miracle recorded is one associated with 
the revelations which come through the 
seeing of visions and the hearing of 
voices. Whether these have been 
genuine revelations or are simply the 
result of an overstrained nervous or- 
ganization It Is impossible to say. 
That in many cases they were genuine 
so far as the belief of the individual 
affected is concerned need .not be 
doubted. Joan of Are, the mosi 
hd.taMe example of this, was a real, 
historical character. That she was 
genuinely impressed with the divine 
nature of her mission is beyond ques- 
tion. Her heroic exploits and won- 
derful success were the result of in- 
spiration. If slie were under a delu- 
sion it was a very real one in her case, 
in which there was absolutely no room 
for doubt. If Joan of Arc never had 
visions and there was no supernatural 
background at all, she was neverthe- 
less a heroine and a good woman, who 
acted under' a stimulus as effective as 
though it had proceeded from a divine 
source. 

The Lourdes as a Mecca for religious 
pilgrims is the outcome of a revela- 
tion of the Virgin Mary, said to Jiave 
been made to two little girls about the 
middle of the last century. There Is 
no reason to doubt 'that these little 
girls believed what they professed to 
have seen and heard to be genuine. 
There may have boon many such 
things fraudulent, but there are also 
many bona tide cases — that is to say, 
bqna fide at least so far as the imagin- 
ation of the persons who have had 
these revelations went. There are 
many persons who have absolute belief 
in prayer — persons of great faith. One 
of vlu.se was the late Dr. Bnrnardo, of 
whose career wonderful Instances of 
answers to prayer are recorded. 
ChrlstlMi annals teem with them. How 
they are to be accounted for is to be 
settled by the scientist and the Chris- 
tian between thorn. 

The Toronto Dally Star states that 
"Holy Ann," nearly one hundred years 
old, is dying at Iter home at 211 On- 
tario street. "Holy Ann" is a well 
Known character in Eastern Methodist 
circles. The Bible, which she knows 
•practically by heart, is the only book 
she can read. Her name Is Miss Ann 
Preston, for she never wed, and up to 
a few days ago was in possession of 
all her faculties. Her faith In tho 
Bible Is absolute and her reliance on 
u.i guidance of the Holy Spirit is com- 
plete. Site was notable for goodj 
works and prayerfulness. Though she 
lived In an age which does not believe 
hi miracles; there are incidents In her 
career which illustrate the simple

relates the following concerning her: 

"Manj years ago she was a servant 
on a farm in Ontario, and In some way 
one of her legs became very sore,. and 
while under the doctor's treatment he 
said site must have a fresh- laid egg 
every day, and no other kind of meat. 
It was at a season when hens were 
not laying much, and she asked Father 
how to get the fresh egg. Tha'c day a 
hen walked into the kitchen and de- 
liberately went upstairs to Ann's little 
bedchamber, and in a box by ner bed 
laid the egg.

JUDGES AND THE INVESTIGATION 

The Times of Friday in the very 
poorest taste imaginable states that 
none of the judges of the supreme 
court in British Columbia can be in- 
duced to take the enquiry ordered by 
the provincial government with refer- 
ence to the Peudray lots, and for the 
reason that the affairs involved were 
of too shady a nature for then) to 
touch. It is evidently tho intention, as 
the charges to be investigated were or- 
iginated in a spirit of calumny and poli- 
tical malice that they shall be followed 
up in the same malevolent disposi- 
tion. 

It has been common in the past for 
judge* to act upon commissions of en- 
quiry in British Columbia as in other 
provinces, but of late the practice lias 
,not been encouraged by the Dominion 
government, and its attitude lias 
amounted to an absolute prohibition. 
The whole question was brought up in 
parliament during the present session 
and all doubt has been removed as to 
tho position which judges should as- 
sume. In fact, it is practically regulat- 
ed by statute. 

We are not in a position to state 
what has actually occurred in the pres- 
ent instance, but wl have no hesitation 
in assuming thai the judges, when 
asked to hold tho investigation decline 1 
for the reason that law and judicial 
ethics prevent their acting iii the d<- 
sired capacity. Unfortunately, the gov- 
ernment cannot very well, out of con- 
sideration for the judges and in com- 
pliances with well understood ethics, 
disclose correspondence with members 
of the judiciary or drag their names into 
a political controversy. Conscious of 
these facis and aware of I lie nature of 
the just recent discussion in parlia- 
ment we are, nevertheless, asked to be- 
lieve that the reasons are such as to be 
prejudicial to t lie government — a miser- 
able exhibition of boorishness and un- 
truthfulness. The readers of the Times 
are possessed of sufficient fair-play to 
resent, its systematic efforts to misrep- 
resent ami libel its opponents. 
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SCHOOL AND HEALTH. 

Now Unit school lias broken up 
throughout the country, it is worth 
while, thinks the '.Montreal Gazette, to 
consider the figures given in the North 
American Review by Dr. George Wood- 
ruff Johnston with reference to the 
health of school children in the United 
States. During the fiscal year endhin on 
the ."lOth of June, 1803, there were in 
the United States 22,055,001 children, 
of from 5 to lfi years, of whom 18,187,- 
018 were enrolled in public or private 
schools or colleges, or i:i special institu- 
tions of a more or less 'durational oluir- 
ncter. In oilier words, says 'Dr. John- 
ston, more than -12 per cent, of the en- 
tire people of the United States were at 
school or college— the cost being $251,- 
457,625 or ?3'15 per capita of the popu- 
lation. Dr. Johnston, having put the 
question whether this largo sum is spent 
wisely, says thai if would he easier, ac- 
cording to a distinguished authority, to 
estimate the losses by hog-cholera or 
cattle-plague than to determine the 
number of children who succumb to 
school discuses. Still, by comparing 
results obtained in Europe with, tho re- 
sults of scattered and Inconclusive in- 
quiries at home, he tries to Obtain ans- 
wers to the question. Alter a glance 
at the methods of investigation — none of 
which se.-med to lie thorough — Dr. 
Johnston discovered the following per- 
centages of morbidity (morbid qualify — 
disease — sickness) among school-boys: 
In Great Britain, '20; iu Denmark, til); 
in Germany, ilO; iu Copenhagen, ijl; in 



Great Britain, Iti; in Copenhagen, 31); 
in Denmark, 41; in Lausanne, 43; in 
Germany, 50, and in Stockholm, 02 — 
thus showing an average morbidity for 
hoys of 2!) ami for girls of 42 per cent. 
Among the chronic conditions of which 
the sum total of ill-health was made up 
are mentioned niiemki, chlorosis, lack of 
appetite, indigestion, impaired nutri- 
tion, headache, neuralgia, chest pains, 
palpitation, nose bleed, lateral curva- 
ture of the spine and near-sight What 
is especially noteworthy is that the 
amount and degree of ill-health increas- 
ed in direct proportion to the number of 
work hours and to the increased bur- 
den of studies, as progress was made 
upward from grade to grade. Where 
pupils worked more than the average 
number of hours, and in schools (as at 
Stockholm) where the standard was ex- 
ceptionally high, the average morbidity 
was exceeded by from II to 10 per cent. 
L! is this fact which explains the dis- 
parity iu the statistics of countries othei 
wise so nearly alike <is Sweden and 
Denmark — a greater number of work; 
ing hours being requisite in Sweden at 
the time when the inquiries were made. 

A like relation "between the general 
health and tho amount of study, cal- 
culated by hours, was found to prevail 
in the United Suites. The affections al- 
ready indicated — being states due to 
fatigue when pushed to the pathological 
extreme — have appeared so regulnrly in 
the same conditions that they have been 
called school diseases, i.io over-worked 
scholar, especially in the higher school 
grades, is of weaker fibre and less bal- 
anced nervous system than other young 
people who are not subjected to such a 
strain. An association of collegiate wo- 
men, desirous of proving that this was 
not the case, were reltietontly obliged 
to admit that while, of 705 girl san- 
itates of America's foremost female and 
co-educational colleges, 10.0 per cent, 
suffered deterioration of health during 
their student days of the same age had 
a like misfortune during the period of 
their greatest activity. The important 
fact, however, is not the relative aspect 
of the condition complained of but the 
condition itself. 

Dr. Johnston then selects headaches 
ns the most typical of all school disease-, 
the world over, and grouping data ob- 
tained from France, Germany, Grout 
Britain, Sweden, Denmark and 'Russia! 
he makes it clear that from 40 to 50 
per cent, of all school children suffer 
from tills malady. It is, he adds, usually 
frontal, commonly habitual, and afflicts 
girls more than boys, It may be due to 
various causes, but what he lays stress 
on is that the number of sufferers in- 
creases step by step and grade by grade 
with advancement through the school. It 
is also noticed thai the headache of 
school-girls begins with the term, grows 
more frequent and intense as it pro- 
gresses, Mien disappears in the holidays, 
to run the same course over again — the 
total result being progressive deteriora- 
tion. 

Wfc need not go further with Dr. 
Johnston in his investigation concludes 
the Gazette. What interests us is to 
know whether similar condition* produce 
like evil results in Canada. Most of us 
would be inclined to take an optimistic 
view, judging from the generality OfJ 
school-boys and schoolgirls that we see 
at this time of the year. The prospect j 
of the holiday season may. it is true, 
work a transformation. In any case, 
the subject is one that deserves careful 
attention. Dr. Johnston deprecates, as 
a remedy, "the almost professional ath- 
leticism which is now in vogue." and in 
which he sees only one form of fatigue 
.substituted for another no less injurious. 
What he recommends is "a completer 
comprehension ot the school vhild as n 
young animal at work and p. ay, and a 
rational adaptation of work and "lay 
to his capacities and needs." Dr. John- 
ston does not mean that the moral, 
spiritual and esthetic powers ure to h" 
neglected, but that the health is to be 
rationally considered.

As a matter of 
tact, I hey require little or no enforce- 
ment— "because as the generality of peo- 
ple desire them, obedience Is naliir.il. As 
for the Lord's (V) Day hlll-tBabl It Is 
not wanted— at all even's In Itritlsh Col- 
umbia. 

Eastern Canadians seem to think the 
prosperity of Canada Is nivinK to the rigid 
practice of their Sunday seclusion, and so 
tho more rigid Hie Sunday observance, 
the more prosperous Canada will be! Tha 
prosperity of Canada Is a recent condi- 
tion, arising In spite of Sunday phor- 
Ulsnlc laws, out of now productive con- 
ditions— the earth growing dollars by the 
million. The first cause of the present 
prosperity of the country Is not the 
clergy, or rigid Lord's (V) Day laws, but 
the union of the provinces to Itritlsh Col- 
umbia, hej jolil mines and subsequent 
transcontinental railway, making a nation 
of Canadians, and opening the commerce 
of the Orient to them.

There Avere animated scones at the 
outer docks yesterday; many steamers 
coming and going. The arrivals from 
eea yesterday included tlie steamers 
iBeckingham <ind Wellington from Sun 
Francisco, and tlie arrivals from other 
iports included tlie steamers Cottage 
■City, Riojuli Maru, Bneentnur, Ottn, 
•Charmer, and Terje Viken. The steamer 
Titimin is due. 

The steamer Cottage City, which ar- 
rived at the ocean docks yesterday 
morning from Seattle landed a nuniBe" 
of Indians brought from Petersburg, 
Alaska'; to ship as seamen on hoard the 
steamer Umatilla <it this port. The Cot- 
tage. City had a full crew of Indians, 
some of the quartermasters also being 
Indians, When the Umatilla was ready 
to sail at 0:30 p. in. the Indians, who 
had 'been waiting in Victoria all day, 
refused to ship. They had been told 
they would be ill-treated by the union 
men at the Golden Gate ami wore afraid 
to go to the Californian port. They will 
wait until Thursday and ship on the 
steamer Spokane when .she next leaves 
iV.r Alaska.. The Umatjlla had a . scratch 
crew of non-union men. She carried L- 
t!. r )0 tens of general freight and a good 
cargo. 

The steamer Bneentnur of the Buck- 
nail line, which left in the early morning 
far Wellington. New Zealand, via ports, 
carried a very small cargo, about. 120 
tons only. The steamer Otta, a Norwe- 
gian tramp, which has l>een tied up .for 
nearly a month at Comox awaiting or- 
ders, passed out to San Francisco in 
hnllnst to load cargo. The steamer Terje 
■Yiken passed out with a cargo of mnl 
from Ladysmith for San Francisco. The 
steamer Beckinjrlmni came up from San 
Francisco in ballast. The steamer 
'Charmer of the C. P. R. S.S. Co., "ar- 
rived from Tod creek cement works 
■with 3,000 bags of cement for Victoria, 
the consignment being landed at the 
ocean dock. The steamer H. -P. Rithot 
brought a large shipment a few days 
ago. The output of the cement works is 
increasing rapidly, ami it is reported 
that additional machinery will be added 
shortly to further increase the output. 
The cannery tender Banger, which was 
formerly the schooner Wishkah was "also 
in port, having brought fish from the 
Otter point and Sooke traps of the Cap- 
ita] City Canning company.

THE SEAMEN'S STRIKE. 

Indians as Seamen on Cottago City — 
Small Hope of Ending Strike. 

The seamen's strike continues unahit- 
ed. The steamer Cottage City which 
left yesterday morning for the north had 
mi Indian crew and a party of Indians 
was liroiight here by the steamer for 
the Umatilla, but they refused to go to 
San Francisco, although being willing 
to ship on Alaskan steamers. At Port- 
land an attempt was made to sink the 
steamer Northland. It was slated that 
holes were bored in the bottom of the 
vessel by strike sympathizers. When the 
men in the engine room got up at 2 
o'clock a. m. to warm the tires they 
were surprised to find four feet of water 
in the hold. It reached over the entire 



floor and appeared to he gaining rapidly. 
Realizing that, the vessel was sinking, 
First Engineer John Ehlo notified Cant. 
Jatnieson, and the steam pumps were 
set to work ,at once. While the pumps 
gained on the water, it was not consid- 
ered safe (o send the vessel to sou in her 
leaky condition. At Bellinghnm the 
steward of the steam schooner Olympia 
was set upon and badly beaten. 

A San Francisco despatch says: By 
the action of the shipowners all hope for 
a speedy settlement of the .strike ou the 
waterfront, which has been in progress 
for it mouth, has vanished. The efforts 
of Mayor SelVraitz to bring about a set- 
tlement by requesting both sides to the 
controversy to arbitrate their differences 
have failed and the strike promises to 
be long drawn out. 

After considering the Mayor's com- 
munication for nearly a week the ex- 
ecutive committee of the United Trans- 
portation and Shipping association yes- 
terday sent a reply to the mayor, refus- 
ing to arbitrate on the ground that the 
seamen here are receiving the highest 
wages .of any. men .in their line in the 
world and stated " that therefor there 
was nothing to arbitrate.

JETTISONED DECKLOAD. 

The British Ship Milverton Reports a 
Trying Time in a Storm. 

The British ship Milverton. which 
sailed out on April 17th with lumber 
from the Sound for South America, had 
a trying time when leaving the straits, 
according to letters just received. Ad- 
vices received yesterday state that the 
vessel arrived at Inuique on June 23, 
and reported that her dec!. load of lum- 
ber, about 50,000 feet was jettisoned at 
sea. 

On leaving the Straits or Juan de 
Fucn, the vessel carried (iO.tlOO feel of 
lumber in excess of the amount allowed 
her by the murine surveyor. Her master 
was also told that he did not have suf- 
ficient 'ballast in her hold. Captain Sin- 
clair, however, put to sea. with the re- 
sult that trouble befell him. 

Trie vessel ran into a gale, and ow- 
ing to the fact thflt she did nn| have 
enough ballast, laid over on her beam- 
end.". She was consequently towed back 
to Port Clallam Bay, where 133.000 
feet of her dccklaod were discharged. 

The vessel then put to sea with but 
50.000 feet on her deck. Kvery time a 
gale struck her she "laid down" before 
it. Finally it became accessary to throw 
the lumber overboard in order to save 
the vessel from destruction.

The deceas- 
ed was a Dative of London, England, 
and arrived here by way of Panama 
ami San Francisco in July 1S02 in com- 
pany with P. T. Johnston, Charles 
Kent and Hon. J. H. Turner and oth- 
ers. He tried mining in Cariboo and af- 
ter other pursuits settled in Victoria 
and became a Catechise of tlie Anglican 
church under the late Bishop Hills, and 
yvtiS .for several years doing missionary 
work among the Indians of the reserve 
tit Victoria, and also at A.lberni <iud 
Comox with the Rev. J. N. Willeniar. He 
finally settled at Alberni and married 
Miss Munro sister to the late Major 
Boss Munro. His musical talents were 
much appreciated wherever lie went, 
and were used to great advantage in 
playing the organ in church and in 
teaching singing in the choir, as veil as 
in social entertainments. He was a jolly 
fellow, good untured, and true hearted. 
"Harry" will be greatly missed by a 
host of friends in Victoria as well as in 
Alberni. He was over ready to help 
those in need. For many years he aviis 
church warden in Alberni. His vocation 
was that of a druggist, he having serv- 



ed his apprenticeship as such in a good 
firm in England, his knowledge of medi- 
cine was of great use in his work among 
the Indians. Besides bis willow he leaves 
three daughters, all residing in Alberni.

Intelligencer, -when the contract for the 
erection of a .station oh Tatoosb is| nd 
wits given to W. N. Comconnon, of (J'^i- 
land. Cal. The contract was for $18,7.55. 
and the work, which is to be started at 
once, is to be completed in sixty days. 
The bids for the work were called for 
some time ago, and Mr. Coiucannon, 
who has already constructed two wire- 
less stations for the navy, succeeded in 
presenting tlio most favorable lender. 
The contract calls for the construction 
of a living room, operating room, cistern 
and water tanks. The station will be 
located <tt the entrance to the straits. It 
is believed by naval authorities that its 
establishment will prevent the recur- 
rence of such a disaster as that which 
befell the Valencia passengers and crew. 
The appropriation bill for .wireless sta- 
tions in connection with the navy calls 
for three- stations on the North Pacific 
coast.

Including Xanoq, Trapshootcr, Man- 
talia, Flourish and Bearskin. .T, Brail- 
non. of short fame, has two entries, Belle 
Reed and Ed. Rodan, the latter having 
the misfortune to have had her foot cut In 
the nice, which will put her nut of .busi- 
ness for some time.

Uncovered shorts showed a tendency to 
cover at all availah'e declines and kept 
I no tone of the market; unsettled and Ir- 
regular between the periods of declines. 
Till! market closed slightly Irregular at a 
rally due to covering by room shorts. 
Many prominent stocks, however, showed 
notable net losses on the day. Total sa'CS 
of bonds, par value, $1,250,000.

Further weakness was developed b.v 
tin; rather liberal sales for Paris account, 
particularly 'lUisslau boudi, v'.iilo consols, 
which fluctuated widely, '.ic.lslie.d c<:l f.di.r- 
ably lower, the early decline .being ill- 
tributed to selling by the Insurance com- 
panies, and later to. fears of ixports of 
gold to (he .United States, wnisn , were 
foreshadowed by the purchase of eagles 
from the Hank of England for New York. 

The bears appear to have the upper 
hand nt present, but conservative oper- 
ators are still optimistic In view of the 
cheapness of money and the excellent 
home oolltlcal , and Industrial outlook, 
though they fear the effect of the Rus- 
sian situation <m the Paris bourse. 

The American situation causes much un- 
easiness and restricts Operations', leaving 
business almost entirely la the hands of 
Wall Street. 

Weakness, caused by reports of Stan- 
dard Oil and railroad prosecutions, was 
followed by oilier adverse rumors and 
dear money fears, which depressed the 
market.

TOKIO HARBOR. 

We have several times drawn atten- 
tion to the plans which have been pro- 
posed for the improvement of the har- 
bor of Tokio, hut il is somewlial dis- 
appointing, to find that among all the 
successful undertakings of the Japan- 
ese, no progress hos. as yet, been made 
with a scheme which would have most 
important results on the capital of then- 
country. A glance at a map of Japan, 
especially if confined to the part in 
which Tokio is situated, would give the 
impression that the Ray of Tokio (for- 
merly Yedo) -was the finest and one of 
the largest natural harbors in the world. 
Unfortunately, however, a large part, of 
it is very shallow, the Sumidn river 
having, for ages, brought down large 
quantities of mud. which have been de- 
posited all over the bay. The channel 
of the river through the buy, on its 
way to the sea, is sufficient to allow 
vessels of moderate size to go 'lip to 
Tokio, but a large part of the surface 
of the hay is not available for purposes 
of anchorage, nnd its shores are of no 
use- for the discharge or reception, of 
cargo. This accounts for the rapid rise 
of Yokohama. IS miles distant from 
Tokio. of which il is really the port. 
The short railway line 'between the two 
places was the first constructed in Ju- 
lian, and considering that it is only 
thirty-three years since it was com- 
pleted, the fact that there are now over 
.",000 miles of railway in operation in 
Japan is one of the most striking in the 
history of (be Country, especially when 
it is remembered that, the greater part 
of them have he'en designed and con- j 
Btructed by Japanese engineers. Dur- 
ing all these vears the improvement of 
the, bay lias been under discussion Mt 
intervals. Twenty years ago, however, 
the subject Was seriously taken in hand, 
when, at the instance of the Home De- 
partment, then under Count Yamasata, 
the Tokio Municipality appointed a 
committee to consider the feasibility of 
providing an adequate harbor for Tokio. 
Dr. Purnlchi, the well-kntown engineer, 
was the principal expert employed, and 
he nnd his assistants drew up a plan, 
the gist of which was to build an em- 
bankment from Shibau'ra to the forts 
which are well known features in the 
buy. (having been constructed by the 
government of the Shogun)' to reclaim 
all the land on the Tokio side of- the 
embankment, except the approaches to 
Hie harbor, and to have the latter out- 
side the embankment. This would have 
placed Hie centre of the port Somewhere 
in the vicinity of the present Sliinasawu 
railway station, or, in other words, op 
posite Takawawa. The cost of this 
work' was estimated at forty-one million, 
yen. one-half of which sum the munici- 
pality hoped to obtain- from the treas- 
ury, and by the sale of the reclaimed 
land, while the other 'half would have 
to be paid by the city. This would 
have involved an addition (for interest 
and repayment of capital) of 400,000 
yen annually' to the citizens. It was 
considered that this would involve too 
heavy a burden",, on the city, and - there- 
fore the committee sought for n less 
expensive plah, - and they proposed to 
fili up nil the -space hetwceU the F«'<riH 
-I, 1 and fi, . excetit', of course. Ihe chan- 
nels to the-' mouth of the Tokio rivers, 
thus bringing thq eentre of the harbor 
to the region , o'f.' Southern Shinasawa. 
or. in other ■ words, to the vicinily of 
Omori. Ry this; means about 1% mill- 
ion stnbn of bltld would lie. reclaimed, 
which would fetch <t sum of at least 3i> 
million yen. leaving only a comparative- 
ly small hurdep'iio be shouldered hy the 
city.

iFollowing is a review, taken from n 
London exchange, of a book just issued, 
"The Scottish S<diooi of Painting." The 
author is William D. McKay, It. S. A., 
Librarian to the Royal Scottish Acad- 
emy, nnd a brother of E. R. McKay, cf 
this city, surveyor general of British Co- 
lumbia: 1 

■From the far bach days, when Cot- 
tic craftsmen created things of beauty in 
the shape of sculptured stones, motal- 
work, and illuminations, .Scotland bad 
110 native school of art until the genius 
of Sir Henry Raebnrn lightened the ar- 
tistic darkness. Nor wns it before Jus 
time that a national literature began in 
the North Country. The mime reasons 
kept buck the coming of both forms of 
expression. (Feudal strife, the incessant 
wars with England, the religious fronzy 
of the Reformation, the struggle between 
King and Covenant, and poverty crushed 
out for 11 long period the national instinct 
i'cr the cultivation of the arts of peace. 
Of course, 'Scotland bnd artists many 
years before the advent of Raebum. 
George Jameson, of Aberdeen, lived and 
worked fully a century before the birth 
of unlive art in Englnnd — the art that 
began with Hogarth.

"When 1 appeared in February be- 
fore the Magistrates' nt Harlow and 
applied for the transfer to me of the 
license of the Fish and Pels," he ex- 
plains at the beginning of his defen- 
se, "the chairman remarked that the 
application was somewhat novel to 
bo made by a clergyman of the 
I Church of England, and inquired whe- 
ther I intended to continue my chnp- 
llnincy also. I replied in the affirma- 
tive, telling him that my clerical 
duties were confined to Sundays and 
Wednesday evenings, and that I was 
perfectly free by my contract to en- 
gage iii any other duty at other 
times. 

"I had 110 expectation of the noto- 
riety Unit was immediately to fid- 
low. The Bishop of Southwark. the 
Cambcrwell Guardians and the local 
Government Hoard have all combined 
to- tell me in different ways that 1 
have done wrong and that in conse- 
quence I can no longer be allowed 
to coat inuo my chaplaincy. 

"Tho question an to the retention 
or determination oi my chaplaincy is 
comparatively an unimportant one 
to every one but myself; but the 
question as to what n clergyman of 
the Church of England may or may 
not. do without being in contraven- 
tion with thi' statute law is of im- 
portance to every other priest as 
well as myself.

"There are, I nelieve, many clergy- 
men who are accustomed to receive 
boarders, either as pupils, or paying 

guests, who make no scruples about, 
supplying such guests with intoxicat- 
ing liquors if they wish it, although 
they hold no license for that pur- 
pose. 

" r am required to supply both 
food and drink to all comers, on de- 
mand, if they are sober, but my 
guests are mostly working men, who 
are bona fide travellers, away from 
home on their brief recreations, and 
who have no other convenient place 
wherein to obtain their needful re-

"Why should f need to 'undertake 
: the personal superintendence' of a 
house of trade' in order to diminish 
the cost of ray maintenance? Is it 
not, a fact, that the canon law pro- 
vides that when the church ordains a 
man and requires him thenceforth to 
.relinquish his secular calling, it un- 
IdertakcH in return to provide him 
with suitable work and a sufficient 
maintenance, and that, if the ordihee 
fails to obtain a suitable sphere the 
bishop is compelled by the canon law 
to maintain him at, his own cost un- 
til such time as he can provide him 
with a living ?" 

Dr. Thackeray then states that ho 
had been unable to secure a suitable 
living, and that the bishops to whom 
ho had appealed had failed to pro- 
vide for him. "I have been boycotted 
and foiled," lie asserts, 'by tho vi- 
cious system o>" patronage and the 
foibles and faults of bishops and pa- 
trons." Finally, eight years ago, he 
•was compelled to nccopt the work- 
IhotlSO chaplaincy; there being none 
better in sight. 

Although he hns applied several 
times for an increase of salary. he 
states his requests have always been 
refused.

"Hayo not- the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners many public houses on 
their estates from which they have 
derived, and, for ought 1 knew to thb 
contrary, continue to derive groat 
profits? Yes, but. no bishop in his 
lawn sleeves has, resirled there, and 
stood behind the bar; they put tho 
responsibility on a manager or a 
publican, and content themselves 
with drawing the profits; and a 
very slight and occasional supervi- 
sion, if any at all. . 

"My friend, Bishop Potter, of New 
York, tried to combat tho drink evil 
in si)tiio such way — a sort of supervi- 
sion by proxy, but his attempt- failed 
Tho Bishop o' Chester and his Public 
ilouso Trust Association arc making 
similar attempts, but, I have not 
heard that 'heir success is at all phe- 
nomenal.

And what could delight 
the heart or a soldier who enjoyed the 
honor of serving that most noble queen 
Whose inline the town fitly hears more 
than the sight of the Union Jack waving 
high lo the breeze from the moor in 
Beacon Hill park? And there, too. In 
tbici p_ark, as one gazes at the golden 
eagle in its cage, the mind flics naturally 
to the imperial ambition of Chamherjain, 
which the bird go well symbolizes.

What a World or well-high 
extinguished pOasib'Iittf&s is visible in tile 
subdued glimmer that shines from its 
eye, which lias almost lost hope- of ever 
again gazing serenely, supremely through 
eaerulean realms of 

The now arrival, from the H. S. A., 
especially from Calit'orjiia, cannot help 
noticing numerous changes for the bet- 
ter, in his ohatigo' of location. There is 
not so much blatant rudenofs— apart from 
staring — about. Car conductors do not 
shove ladies into' the cars as though 
they were so many lobsters, but are 
civil, and men readily enough give up 
their seats. Nor docs one see on almost 
every face passed in the street the ex- 
pression of selfishness triumphant. The 
faculties of respect and loyalty— as con- 
trasted with the democratic "dead level"

frauds oo not flourish here, or at any 
rate the papers are not full of advertise- 
ments inserted by that low class that 
makes money by falso pretences, sucking 
the blood of the credulous with its vaunt- 
ed powers to read Ihe future and uo 
forth. People here do not attempt to 
live on seeds and apple pips, either. And, 
fortunately, it is possible to be treated 
witli politeness in Victoria even if it be 
obvious that one has not a credit of a 
million dollars at the bank. 

An for the people generally, tho writ- 
er can only speak superficially, circum- 
stances having prevented him from mix- 
ing in society. One thing is clear, how- 
ever, that in some respects there is more 
personal freedom under the iilonnr'/,ical 
than under the democratic form 0/ gov- 
ernment. In Victorin a man is not free- 
ly addressed and chummed with by any 
and every one that tramps the streets. 
In the U. S. A., apparently, none has a 
right to his own individuality, but -must 
answer everybody's questions and walk 
alongside anyone who chooses to come 
ill). ..to him. There they speak a great 
dea! about "rights," but it seems to ono 
person at least that individual rights 
arc everybody's rights, and everybody'" 
rights are nobody's. 

It is clear that Victoria is not essen- 
tially an industrial centre, however much 
its business may prosper, but a placed 
residence. To the seeker for work in 
tho city itself there is small encourage- 
ment to offer, and (lie following words 
from the Lieutenant-Governor's "Hand- 
book of Ii. C." have been confirmed in 
the writer's experience: "The man with- 
out a trade, the clerk, the accountant 
and the semi-prof esaioha I, is warned that 
his chances for employment are by no 
means good." 

As for residences, Rockland avenue, 
with ils line array of noble mansions and 
country houses, whose spacious lawns

Meantime, the Commencement crowds 
who, each June, throng this city, ab 
ways, as <i part of their stay in JJOston,' 
attend the "Pops"— people's concerts at 
popular prices in Boston Symphony 
Hall, where the best of classic and 
modern inusic is rendered by members 
of the celebrated SynVmiony Orchestra, 
where one may -enjoy light refreshments 
with one's friends about a comfortable 
little tohle, may gossip between hum- 
Ibers and smoke all the while, may on 
"college nights" witness ' the enthusi- 
asm of the gny young collegians of 
ages twenty to eighty — all this with 
perhaps little thought that, curiously 
e:\0Ugh, in only three or four cities of. 
the United States has the generosity 
of millionaires taken the direction _ of- 
endowment of music on a Jarge .scale. 
The uniqueness of the treat which cob 
lege men and others' get in Boston (lur- 
ing the season of the Pops, 'vrhlcji al- 
ways extends unt il the last of .t he. 'great, 
schools of the neighborhood [•myi'issuqd 
its annual edition of sheepskins; is an 
indication of the slight attention, that 
in most American cities has as yet liecn 
given by men of wealth to founding and 
conducting musical institutions. 

For the millionaires in. this country 
have only just -begun to realize that the 
musical arts especially need protection 
and fostering. Andrew' Carnegie, Henry 
Ij. Higginson and Ebon D. Jordan are 
the three most conspicuous exceptions. 

The former has been aware for a 
good while of the exigencies of the mu- 
sicians. It Ta reported that Mr. Carne- 
gie givfs every year Shout §75,000 in 
this direction alone — -a munificence that 
is not unnatural, considering bis well- 
known devotion to the church organ in 
Ids >?ew York house, to which Jie lis- 
tens os regularly as he oats his break- 
fast. One is not surprised to find that 
a largo proportions of his benefactions 
thus far have gone to the endowment of 
.pipe organs, about 400 of which he has 
already given to churches all over' the 
•world. He lias been quoted as saying 
that he won's stand for the doctrine of 
the preachers, but that the t-liurch 
organ can teach no wrong. Mr. Carne- 
gie has, of course, done othnr things for 
American music. 11 is wealth has made 
Pittsburg one of th'e leading inusic cen- 
tres of the country, witli its excellent 
facilities for hearing and learning good 
organ music, and with its orchestra led 
.for many years 1>y Victor Herbert, one 
of the most original of modern con- 
ductors, Carnegie Hall in A'ew York 
City has become the centre of the music 
life of the metropolis. 

Equally conspicuous with Mr. Cfirne- 
gie, and indeed even more so an a 
special benefactor of music, is Major 
Henry L. Higginson, the Boston bank- 
er, who since 18SI has stood behind the 
Boston Symphony Otx-hostru, cherish- 
ing it with the same affection and en- 
thusiasm with which other millionaires 
regard their yachts or their racing sta- 



bles.' The groat orchestra which Carl 
Zerrnlin, one of the three musicians of 
German birth who have done so muVb 
to give standing to American inusic, naid 
who has just returned to this country 
from several years' residence in (ler- 
nmny, declares it now generally regard- 
ed in Europe as the linest musical or- 
ganization iu the world, owes its entire 
existence to Mi-. Higginson. If his sup- 
port were withdrawn - tbmomiw the big 
orchestra would have' to disband, for in 
Spite of successful concerts in every city 
of the UiiiOn, there is always an annual 
deficit to be met, one that, in one year 
amounted to nearly sixty thousand dol- 
lars, one that in a certain other very 
successful year was reduced to about 
two thousand. 

The series of groat concerts through 
the winter, which have set a standard 
of musicianship for the. whole country 
and which give students (if music an 
opportunity such as they can secure in 
no other country, are watched over hy 
Major Higginson with constant pride.

It was in accordance with bis ideas that 
twenty years ago the now famous Pop 
concerts were iitatigur.-ted to run six 
or eight weeks in Ibo Spring, extending 
the Boston musical season further into 
the summer than in any other city, and 
providing musical amusement oi a very 
high order lo the thousands of guests 
who come to the New England metrop- 
olis around Commencement time. 

Major Higginson's benefactions have 
not been confined to the support, of the 
orchestra alone. His energy and persis- 
tence made possible Symphony Hall, 
one of the most useful and attractive 
features 'of the new music and art cen- 
tre of the New Knglnnd capital. He hasl 
contributed to the support of Boston's j 
great musical controversy, and lias used j 
his influence to induce millionaires in i 
other cities to tnke an interest similar 
to his own. 

Although not a very rich man, as j 
judged by modern standards, for his; 
wealth does, not compare that that of 
Mr. Carnegie, Mr. Rockefeller or sev- 



founded by two well-to-do men, Ge'or'gti 
Ward Nichols and Reuben Springer; 
Mr. Springer in particular, out of com- 
paratively limited resources — that is, as 
compared with the group of big Wall 
Street financiers — lias given endow- 
ment and created a very notable insti- 
tution for his city.

do Bostoliians have helped the Conser- 
vatory iu times past, and when live 
years ago it was planned to move info 
a new building from the famous old 
structure in Franklin Square, which 
has since been converted into a'honio 
for working girls, Hie hat. was passed 
and about all the Bostoliians of whom 
the whole country has ever, beard and 
a great many others besides contributed 
■from $500 to many times I hat amount.

It was several days before Stewart's 
fate was revealed, and It was a grue- 
some sight that met the eyes of tho 
searchers nB they cuiito across a sma'l 
cabin high up In the mountains late om; 
afternoon. They called as they ran to- 
ward It to sec if any one was around, 
but their words were only echoed by the 
hills. They opened the door and Hay n 
skeleton lying on the bunk In tile final 
room, almost all the llesh having been 
carried awav by the small species of wild 
anlmalj that are common to the district. 

Stewart's Identity wns undoubtedly es- 
tablished by several articled found In the 
cabin, which ho wns known to have taken 
with him. He h»d probably been dead 
for several months. 

What wns the saddest part of I he who e 
affair, though, was that Stewart had evi- 
dently boon stricken ill and bad died 
from sickness and starvation far from 
human help.

Champers and several companions <le- 
clded that the ore was well worth look- 
ing for, amp have outfitted a party of 
prospectors who are now going over all 
the ground In the vicinity of the dead 
man's cabin and for miles around In the 
hope of locating tho ore and solving the 
dead man's secret.

THE LAW AND THE LOGGERS. ' 

Timber Officer Returns From Trip of 
Inspection in tho Interior. 

Timber Officer Murray returned yes- 
terday from a trip of inspection in the 
district of Secbeit, says the Vancouver 
News-Advertiser. He found a number 
of men, principally Indians, carrying on 
logging without a license, and prosecu- 
tions will probably he issued against 
some of them. The question of sum- 
moning hand loggers for using stenin in 
their operations are being held in abey- 
ance awaiting the return of the chief 
commissioner of lands and works. Of- 
ficer .Murray says he lias never seen the 
timber industry so brisk as it has been 
during the past season. The great draw- 
back is the scarcity of labor, it being 
almost impossible to get men in sullici- 
enl number. The wages paid run to the 
high average of !?,">.fi0 a day, and as soon 
as a boom is made up t is tugged away 
south to feed the hungry sawmills, many 
of which are running nigh! and day in 
their offorl 
demand. 

Mr. .Murray visited Brw.gliton island, 
Jervis Inlet and other localities. All the 
camps are busy. Logs being in demand, 
thfl mills have purchasing agents up the 
coast to get booms as soon as they are 
ready. Prices are as high as $10i and 

stiff at that. Mr. J. S. Emerso f this 

city, who has timber on Jervis inlet, will 
probably open up camps there shortly.

Sulphydrate of soda, 100 grains; chalk, 300 
grains. 

.Mix thoroughly ami keep dry In well- 
corked bottles until wanted lor use. Take 
enough to make a paste .and arid v.nrm 
water to It until the proper consistency Is 
secured. Spread over tho hairy surface and 
allow to remain for from one to five min- 
utes, according to tho nature of the growth 
and the susceptibility of the sklr,. then 
scrape off with a blunt blade— a paper kalfe. 
for example. It. should be removed, as In 
every case with a depilatory, when the 
burning sensatlon'la produced. Too long con- 
tuct with the sltln should bo avoided, and 
immediately after the hair has been re- 
moved the denuded surface should be gently 
washed with warm water nnd a co'd cream 
or a bland oil applied to prevent irritation. 

Another good depilatory is made as fol- 
lows: 

Sulphide of soda, 100 grains; slaked lime, 
SO grains; starch, 20 grains; lime water, 4 
fluid drams. Apply as tho preceding. 

Harlurn sulphide Is also used as a paste, 
for depilatories. The standard formula Is: 

Itarlum sulphide, SO grains; powdered 
chalk, 400 grains. 

Mix with water. Tho barium sulphide 
must bo absolutely dry to be effective when 
it Is mixed with the chalk. Knough water 
should be afterward added to make a thin 
pasto. Sulphldo of strontium makes also an 
efficient depilatory. It Is made as follows: 

Sulphide of strontium, 2 drams; cxldo of 
zinc, 3 drams; powdered starch, 3 drams. 

F. B.— Tnko tho Vaucaire remedy for 
developing the bust. Wearing tho hair 
very high on the head makes the face 
appear longer, and, consequently, nar- 
rower. 

CONSTANT READER. — The little 
red spots you describe are, I think, 
a specle3 of n'.^les; In which ease they 
should only be treated by a skin spe- 
cialist.

As your skin Is oily, I advlso you to 
wash your face twice a week at" night 
before retiring with a flannel first dip- 
ped In hot water and then in a bcaten- 
up wlilto of egg, In which a little lemon 
Juice has beet! dissolved. At other 
times, after washing your face, dust it 
over with a little boraclc powder. Qui- 
nine hair tonic Is excellent for promot- 
ing the growth of the hair. 

Quinine Hair Tonic. 

Sulphate or quinine, 1 dram; rosewater 3 
ounces; diluted sulphuric acid, 15 minims: 
rectified spirits, 2 ounces. Mix. then fur- 
ther add glycerine, >,i ounce; essence ot roy- 
ale. or essence of musk. 5 or G minims. Agi- 
tate until solution Is complete. Apply to the 
roots every day.

I do net 
advise the use of either vaseline or 
camphor ice as a faco cream or skin 
food. They are good for many ills,' as 
In caso of Inflamed skin, chapped lips, 
cold sorps, etc., but for general use a 
regular face cream Is better.

Y paying proper attention to diet 
and clothing we can more fully 
eniov the summer weather and 
avoid many of its discomforts. 
Our digestion is sluggish during tho 
summer, which Is nature's way of toll- 
ing us to eat less concentrated solids. 
It's a good plan to cast off all fatty 
meats nnd use a small quantity of lean 
meat, beef, lamb, young chickens, dell- 
cnto flsh, etc. Green, watery vegetables, 
such ns cucumbers, tomatoes, green 
peas, lettuce, cross and young cabbage, 
are wholesome, nourishing and cooling 
to the blood. 

Buttermilk, if clenn and pure, is ex- 
cellent summer food. Willi buttered 
brown bread and a small dish of cress 
it makes a delightful and hygienic 
luncheon. 

Ice cream cools for the moment, but 
keeps you fanning later. Water ices 
and ■sherberts, If taken slowly be* ween 
meals, are far more cooling. 

That fruit Is meant to form a large 
part of our diet In summer Is beyond 
all doubt a fact. Every Inducement isj 
offered us by nature to partake of It. 

Fruit Juices quench thirst In tlie most 
wholesome manner, and at the same 
time delight the palate. They do mora 
than this; they keep the blood pure and 
cool, neutralizing Injurious acidity and 
aiding digestion. 



In hot weather tho whole body should 
bo washed at least onco daily. If cold 
morning tubs art) indulged In, they 
should he supplemented by hot evening 
>-ths. 

Bathing the. wrists In cold water dur- 
ing the day will cool tho whole body. 
Don't overtiro yourself. You should 
never Icar along at winter's speed on a 
hot day. Heat has tho effee-. of relax- 
ing your physical power, and. conse- 
quently, your systein cannot stand the 
same strain that can be put on It with 
impunity In cold weather.

Importance of Rest and Recreation

GIRL wrote me the other day 
that she had both the time and 
the .opportunity for half an 
hour's rest at noon after her 
luncheon, and that she generally took 
advantage of both by throwing her- 
self Into a reclining chair and taking 
a nap for ten or fifteen minutes. Some 
one had told her that It was not 
hygienic, and she was in a quandary, 
for slio was afraid that she would 
develop indigestion. 

Although digestion Is slower during 
sleep, a few minutes' rest after a 
meal Is beneficial and will do no harm. 

Just a word more about rest In tho 
middle of the day. If you have been 
sitting all the morning, take a walk 
In the open air. If you have been 
standing, recline for a few minutes 
If you can. If you have been work- 



from your work and off to tho dis- 
tance every half hour or hour during 
the day. Relax your mind in tho sama 
way. Stop thinking of your work now 
and then nnd call up the memory of 
some beautiful sunset that you have 
seen — of something broad. Ydu havo 
no Idea how thl3 will rest you and 
relieve the nervous tension. 

Stand in front of jour mirror and 
relax your eyes, your mouth and your 
fin gers. 

Pain gives us warning of trouble In 
the body. So do restlessness, depres- 
sion and Irritability give us warning of 
trouble with the nerves and mind. 

Tho nervous system needs various 
changes. Monotony and overaitentlon 
nro both Important elements of fatlguo. 
If you are able to do so, take one aft- 
ernoon in the middle of every week for 
recreation Or take a week-end holiday. 
Take an hour In the middle of every 



Ing hard with your hands, read a few day. Take a minute out of every hour 
minutes. If you have been using your ' "••*-' "" ' ' ' 

brains, go for a llttlo walk, or to 
your punching bag. Do something to 
stir up your sluggishness.

It Is said, and I believe with truth, 
that no skilled workman can do his 
best work for more than eight hours 
a day for sis days out of tho seven. 

Have you over watched a skilled 
pianist or a drum beater? You have no- 
ticed the many flourishes of the hands 
that are made In the midst of the play- 
ing. This Is not affectation, nor Is it 
useless. It rests and relaxes the hand3 
in tho midst of work, and makes them 
all tho more ready to proceed. 

In the matter of sleep you must be 
your own Judge as to the amount neces- 
sary. The general opinion, and I be- 
hove the right one, is that an adult re- 
quires eight hours of sleep out of tho 
twenty-four. 

In most cases, especially 16 you aro 
regularly employed every day, nino 
hours will be better. Take eight at night 
t and one In the middle of tho afternoon 
—If you can. If you are not able to 
arrange It so, thi.i take, nine at night 
and pla.i as much rest as possible somo 
time after luncheon. 

Do not work up to tho minute of 
going to bod, but change the current of 
your thoughts and relax the tension for 
at least a few moments before you 
seek your night's rest. 

Keep tho air of your bedroom pure, 
Remember that you spend one-third of 
vour llfo there. The skin Is very active 
during the night and throws off much 
waste matter. This, as well as the air 
breathed out from the lungs, makes the 
necessity of changing the air from time 
to tltno very, urgent. 

Never cover your head with the bed- 
clothes. Covers should be light but 
warm. 

The temperature of the sleeping room 
should not be too cold. From Wi to (10 
degrees Fahrenheit la about the right 
temperature. 

Do not fill your bedroom with drap- 
eries and knlckknaeks, but have It as 
plain, cleanly and dust-free ns possible. 

The bed and bedding should be ex- 
posed to the sun every day. Feather 
pillows should be .excopted, as the sun 
Is 3ald to draw the oil out from tho 
feathers. They should bo exposed to a 
current of air, however. 

Two light blankets aro warmer than 
one heavy one on account of the layer 
of air that Is between them. 

Bedclothing should be thoroughly- 
dried and aired. Special precautions 
should be taken In traveling, and if you 
find tho sheets damp and cold It is mucli 
bettor to slip them down and lie next to 
tho blankets. Many a severe cold, with, 
its consequences, would thus be avoided. 

Banish the feather bed, and sleep on a 
fairly hard mattress. Never let tho 
light of the moon or the sun shine di- 
rectly on your face. Never wear any 
garment et night that you have worn 
in tho daytime. Air tho day clothes at 
night and the night clothes during tho 
day. . 

It Is well not to lie in the same posi- 
tion all night. Turn at least once from 
one side to the other. The right side is 
considered tho preferable one. It is not 
well to Ho on the back very long at a 
time. ! 

Do not doze all the evening, but if 
you are tired and sleepy give up to It 
and go to bed. 

It Is not wise to go to sleep with a 
senbatlon of hunger. You can take any- 
light, simple food If you wish— some- 
thing that vou like and that agrees; with, 
you— this Is your problem to decide. 
You will do well to let tea and coffee) 
alone. Never lay plans ut night for tho 
next day's work. 

Sleep in the country when you can. 
Getting accustomed to city noises uses 
up stores of nervous energy. 

Insomnia Is often due to cold feet. 
Never go to bed until your feet aro 
warm. Take some exercise to stir up 
tho circulation in them such as has been 
given beforo. Standing on tho tip toes 
Is good, i You can get thorn warm by a 
warm foot bath or by vigorous rubbing. 

Mas.?at;e is very soothing to many 
girl3, ahd does more than anything els'a 
they can try- to produce sound sleep. 

A warm bath is often soothing Just 
before going to bed. People vary, how- 
ever, In this respect, as -.veil as in regard 
to exerclso Just before bedtime. Some 
It prepares for sleep, while others aro 
disturbed by it. 

If you are troubled with sleeplessness, 
you should not work more than from, 
four to six hours out of every twenty- 
four, and you should do this work in 
the o/irly part of tho day. 

If you are very seriously troubled with 
insomnia and aro not able to overcome 
it, tho best thing you can do Is to tnko 
a llttlo trip and look at other scenes 
and .talk with other people for a tew 
dayB. It will chnngo the current of 
your lifo and you will come back homo 
refreshed. 

A natural consenuencc of Infiomnia 
is Increased sensitiveness. Sensitive- 
ness is a form of norvous- tension. 
Get rid of yourself. Go to Nature, 
your eyes need the broad expanse ot 
the horizon, tho yellow of the sand, 
the blue of tho akles and sea, tho 
green of tho grass and leaves, the pur- 
ple of the hills. 

When you have to hurry, hurry with 
your muscles — not with your nerves. 

What good does it do to hurry? 
"What are wc hurrying for? "While 
we live, we die," and hurry does not 
prepare for death. 

If you have contracted the habit, 
you can unlearn |t only by porsistont 
effort. You must exerol3e your will- 
power to stop it.

They con- 
tract very little, so that in the sunlighl 
Owlie is as blind as you are in dun, 
cloudy moonlight. This is why he 
roosts in some .secluded quiet spot, and 
sleeps the day away. Now in the night 
the meadow mice and rabbits dnd other 
injurious rodents come out. fearlessly 
and in great numbers lo eat the vegeta- 
tion, from bis perch above them Owlie 
sees them at their work. Or a whistle, 
hoot or screech scares them so, break- 
ing upon the quiet of night, that they 
scurry away to their holes, and then 
Owlie pounces upon one. His wings

cost sovoryj hundred thousand dollars 
per mile, but it Is fatuous to even talk 
about the main trunk lines , of the 
Eastern States in connection with the 
construction of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
ctilc. 

To earn 4 per cent, on a railroad 
whose average cost Is this high re- 
quires gross earnings over $S,000 per 
mile. Tin! only sections of railway in 
Canada that can be credited with 
earnings of this amount are the 
ihrough main lines of the Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Pacific In Ontario. They 
are railways operating through coun- 
try that has been settled for a hundred 
years or more, and whose commercial 
life is as complex as in the commercial 
life of the best settled states in the 
Union. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific extension 
Is to be a. pioneer railway, running 
through a country devoid of local high 
class tonnape, New Ontario and the 
Laurentlan Mountain section of Que- 
bec will produce timber and its prod- 
ucts in groat profusion. Here and 
there they will produce silver, nickel, 
cobalt and other ores and mining 
products. There will be fertile val- 
leys, doubtless. The lumber must be 
carried in competition with the water- 
ways, and rates will be extraordinarily 
low on these products. Low grade 
ores are another cheap class of freight. 
The supplies for a lumber country are 
probably light er- and pay less freight 
than the supplies for any other c'.ass of 
developing country.

Those -who witnessed the ac- 
cident say that when he struck the wa- 
ter, he let go the rope which he was 
holding and commenced to thresh about 
in an excited and frightened slate. An- 
tone Fernensie shoved his boat towards 
the unfortunate man, hut on grabbing 
for him only managed to get his hat, 
which remained on top of the water. 

The body was secured by means of 
books, it .w<is towed I" the city, by the 
Oluthn.

It is always the edges that show soil 
first, and it was to protect them that 
the bands of solid color, usually much 
darker In tone than tho material of 
the quilt, were flrst used. 

Jf your summer qullta haven't these 
bands, they are easily applied and as 
easily ripped off and fresh ones sub- 
stituted when they finally succumb to 
soil. Only, choose a material that in 
Closely enough woven, so that the de- 
sign of the foundation may not show 

through.

Under any conditions the portraits 
show line, vigorous, fresh spirit, with a 
wonderfully strong quality of lone and 
color When ono remembers, however, 
the conditions under which they were 
painted, the work Is nothing short of ro- 

m Chase> influence is most noticeably 
felt In th» bold, direct technique and 
simple rich color. But there Is nlsn a 
strong' Individuality shown In tho sim- 
plicity and sincerity with which the 
subjects are treated. In a room filled 
with works by the best artists Miss 
Hunt's portraits stand out with dignity 
and rich color effect. Tho smaller por- 
trait, of a girl In dark red. is tho better 
piece of work. „ ... 

Being a great admirer of tha English 
school Miss Hunt hopes to spend sev- 
yoars In London beforo returning 
to America. ^ D - 



SUMMER CURTAINS AND PORTIERES 



/Tr\0 BE cool in our hoi summers one 
B must cut absolutely looso from 
S heavy draperies In a house. Cur- 
tains and oortlerea that In win- 
ter aro the perfection of elegance, at 
tho flrst hot day seem oppressive and 
out of place. Evon slllc hangings, though, 
Of course, better than tapestries or 
wools, do not give an Impression of cool- 
ness, however Ilttl? air they shut out. 

But some mio asks: "Would yotl havo 
us turn our homes Into pgly barracks in 
summer? Am no draperies permissible?" 

That is entirely a mailer of Individu- 
al preference. Personally, I - confess to 
a liking for absolutely ourtalnless win- 
dows and doors— that Irf. extra curtains. 
Of course one must have shades to shut 
out the glare. I do not want to lose the 
tiniest zephyr of the all too scarce sum- 
mer breeze, nor do I care for unneces- 
sary dust catchers to malto extra work 
for servants. 

Many housekeepers, however, feci dif- 
ferently. It behooves those who, defying 
the temperature, will have hangings to 
select the lightest and airiest ones pos- 
sible. 

The question of curtains Is easily dis- 
posed of. Thero aro numerous light, 
dainty fabrics which arc suitable, must 
of which havo been recently discussed 
in this section. Portieres aro moro dif- 
ficult to select. 

Probably the first choice, especially 
for the country house, are tho trans- 
parent, beaded hangings, so popular In 
tropical countries. These havo been 
steadily growing in favor In America In 
recent years, and this season are pret- 
tier and, better yet. cheaper than ever 
Ijcforo 

An entire novelty in this stylo of por- 
tiere are thoso mado of wood shavings 
strung so as to resemble chenille, only 
much lighter in appearance. They como 
in rich Persian colorings, In block pat- 
torn of green and red. or in guy floral 
designs. 

Their chief objection Is that they aro 
rather bad dust collectors, though It Is 
possible to keep them In fairly good con- 
dition by vigorous shaking. 

Then there are the portieres of pressed 
rice paste, shaped, dyed ami strung on 
heavy 3llk. Particularly light and airy 
1 3 this portiere, with its indistinct floral 
bouquets on dellcato blue, yellow and 
green background, it Is considered very 
durable, though occasionally supplying 
a mouse with supper or breakfast. 

Tho all-bamboo hangings, strung In 
different geometric designs In yellow, 
green purplish blua and garnet, aro 
stylish and effective nt a very moderate 
cost. They ure somewhat dlflicult to 
keep clean, ns they shrink when water 
touches thvm. 



By f.-.r the most lasting and servicea- 
ble a all theso Oriental portieres aro 
ihor.o mado of glass bead3. They como 
In exquisite colorings, which, In the sun, 
or under artificial light, glisten charm- 
ingly. They are mado ullh combinations 
Of the several Inch-long bugle beads and 
very tiny necklace beads. 

One lovely portiere was strung in such 
a way as to havo a background of dull, 
pinkish red, with a conventionalized pat- 
tern in white nnd green thrown In bold 
relief. Another was an artistic blending 
of turquoise blue, amber, white and 
green. 

Resides their beauty these glass por- 
tieres havo tho decided advantage of 
washing well. At tho close of a season 
they may be taken down, scrubbed In 
water and washing soda, .".ml como out 
tho next year ns glistening as ever. 

For thoso who do not care for tho 
strung portiere thero are thin silk cur- 
tains In green, rose or gold, banded In 
heavy yellow cords, or those of red and 
green heavy mercerized cotton, with a 
deep border In Arabesque figures dono 
In rod, orange nnd black. These aro 
chiefly suitable for floors lending from 
a den or library, as they are a Uttlo 



heavy-looking for summer. . 

WreSsly popular for portieres tWB 
season are those in a large meshed red 
and green fish net. with ^nven ionalized 
border and scalloped edge. 1 hey ara 
stylish and striking, rather than beautl- 

fU JVlOst satisfactory and very lovely for 
slightly screening doors In summer are 
the curtains of crepe madras, so called 
because they have a crcpy weave and 
aro heavier and moro durable than tha 
ordinary madras. 

The backgrounds of soft Arabs or 
beige make an excellent undertone 
for the soft Persian coloring of tho do- 
slgns. Many of them are direct copies 
of rare old Paisley shawls. 

probably nothing Is quite so lasting as 
these curtains. Their colors are perfect- 
ly fast, nnd they have been known to 
come out of the washtub as bright and 
fresh as when r.ew, after six or seven 
years' wear In n sunny window. 

The sllk-strlped snowflnko portieres In 
white and various colored stripes always 
maintain an even popularity. If neither 
novel nor particularly striking, they 
have the merit of lending to a room an 
nlr of dainty coolness-

in pay. It is true that the number of 
employees makes it difficult to keep the 
expenses of the department within the 
revenue, but the post olDce authorities 
salt Ottawa Wil] bo excused if they can 
Hot show a surplus provided that they 
slu>v>" a better treated and hetter paid 
lot °f officials, Canadians do riot want 
a surplus at their expense. Men who 
had large families to support simply 
found that, they could not exist upon 
Hie beggarly salaries paid them by thc 
government. The' result has been that 
they have had to look for other voca- 
tions in life, where tho compensation 
"Would be higher, and correspondingly 
•tlio standard of employee has some- 
what depreciated. If Mr. Lemieux, the 
UeW Imstrm's'ter-general, wants to earn 
the good-will of a large and deserving 
body of men ho ■will press this matter 
Upon his colleagues and secure their 
favorable consideration to this import- 
ant matter. 

In a recently decided case in the 
lloUsn-of Lords under the Compensa- 
tion Act, the question was, "What con- 
stitutes serious and wilful misconduct 
on I'm part of a workman?" The em- 
ployers, says "Engineering" in review- 
ing "io decision, had upon their prem- 
ises, a gnods lift which was used for con- 
veying goods from one floor to another. 
•When goods were being carried it was 
Customary and lawful for a man to go 
With them, hut a notice was posted for- 
hiddiiig men to use the lift except when 
goods were being raised or lowered. 
The applicant's husband, in breach of 
this rule, used the lift, and received in- 
juries -which resulted in his death. It 
HiaS been held by the House of Lords 
that this was not "serious and wilful 
misconduct, ' ■and that the widow was 
entitled lo an: award in her favor. In 
effect, this case decides that the breach 
of a rule or a regulation is not neces- 
sarily an act of serious and -wilful mis- 
conduct; the court must have regard to 
the act Itself, and decide whether, in 
nl! 'he circumstances, the conduct of the 
workman was serious and wilful mis- 
conduct. This decision is of lasting 
importance, having regard to the fact 
that the words "serious and wilful mis- 
conduct" are retained in the amending 

bill Which is now before the House of 
Commons. The following, continues 
"Engineering," have been held to be in- 
stances of serious and wilful miscon- 
duct. For a miner to disobey an order 
of the dcP'lly of a mine to secure a 
large piece of stone seen to lie likely to 
fall: lo remove the props supporting a 
large pied' of stone, those props having 
been placed in position by a previous 
order of the deputy of the mine, -who 
soar thai 'he Stone was likoh to fall; 
for a miner to proceed along a 'haulage 
road in <i mine, although he was ■warned 
that there Was a risk of ids being over- 
taken by a "journey" of trucKS; 'and, in 
Scotland, a broach of the special rules 
of a mine made for the purposes of the 
safety of the workmen generally, 
{.'leaning machinery whilst in motion, 
rontrarj t° a rule of practice in the 
works, known to the workpeople, has 
als°. as shown in "Engineering," been 
held io be serious and wilful misconduct.

Williams decided that there was not 
enough evidence 'to secure u conviction, 
his visit will have <i good effect, us of- 
fenders against the Gallia Act. will he- 
gin lo realize Hint our game warden is 
a fairly energetic individual, who will 
take any amount of Imuble to enforce 
the carrying out of I he act. 

A correspondent writing from Denman 
Island States thai pheasants were 
brought over lo flic island three ye'jrs 
ago and have done remarkably well, and 
if (hey are only left unmolested for 
another I wo or three years will pro- 
vide good sport to the residents. lie 
also states that the island used to bo 
noted for the number of grouse on It, 
bnl that now there are scarcely any 
left. This is due lo Hie shooting which 
goes on out of season, l he game laws 
being more or less a dead letter in thai 
locality. The residents of |he island 
arc, however, taking up the question of 
game protection seriously, and with 
this object in view advised the Provin- 
cial game warden of the illegal shoot- 
ing of the pheasants mentioned. 

A small hike on Denman Island, of 
some thirty to forty acres, in which for- 
merly there were no fish, was stocked 
with a few trout caught in a neighbor- 
ing stream some threo years ago, and 
now a very fair basket may be secured 
in the lake after a few hours' lishing. 

Reports from Hie Cowiehau river 
stale (hat the water is too high for ah- 
tabling any sport. A parly of three 
anglers from Victoria spent Saturday 
and Sunday at Satlnm, but came back 
with a poor catch. 

At Cowiehan Lake the fishing is (Still 
very good, especially in tho "Big Lake." 
where come fine catches have been 
made with the spoon. 

Salmon are now running off Usee 
>cks and Clover Point, and those who 
care for this form of sport should over- 
haul their roils and fishing gear with- 
out delay. 

Writing from the Mainland a corres- 
pondent reports that the English part- 
ridge which were imported and turned 
out on the Eraser delta a few years ago 
by some Vancouver sportsmen, have in- 
creased very rapidly. On one farm 
alone seven pairs mated this spring and 
hatched out broods. The "partridge is 
one of the best game birds -which exists, 
their flight is swift, and thty lie ex- 
ceptionally well io dogs. An effort 
should be made next spring to secure 
some eggs from the Mainland; these 
could he placed under quail or willow 
•.-rouse and in a few years' time We 
should have another fine game bird on 
Vancouver Island to add to our bag. 
A question was raised some time ago

os to the advisability or otherwise of 
placing the wild pigeon on the list of 
protected birds, not; so much with the 
idea of protecting the pigeons them- 
selves, but in order to do nwuy with th" 
excuse of men going out info the coun- 
try in August on the plea of shooting 
pigeons, when in reality their intention 
is to get a day's grouse shooting Un- 
disturbed by the crowd "who abide py 
the law, and Wait until the legal date. 
It was thought better, however, before 
moving in the matter to write fo the 
various farming communities ami get 
their opinion. So far Sannich munici- 
pality has been the only district heard 
from", and the verdict is Strongly 
against the protection of pigeons, as the 
birds are held to he extremely destruc- 
tive to such crops as wheat, and oats, 
anil consequently formers are only too 
glad to have them shot at any time of 
the year. Can anyone tell us where 
these birds hreedV As far as I can 
learn they do not nest in British ( -'>l- 
umbin, and yet they arc seen here dur- 
ing practically U«o whole summer. If 
they are like the pigeons found in other 
countries, they would nest together in 
large colonies, but I have never heard 
of any of these nesting places having 
been discovered in British Columbia. 

The following recommendations have 
been made to the Hon. the Provincial 
Secretary by the Provincial game war- 
den: That the close season for willow 
grouse be extended until October 1st; 
that the close season for cock pheas- 
ants he extended fo October 15th; and 
that hen pheasants be allowed to be 
shot after November loth. The nrsl 
recommendation is no doubt a Rood one, 
the onlv objection to it being that, some 
people Will find if difficult to distinguish 
,11c! ween bine and willow grouse, and 
some won't even try to distinguish 'he 
difference. As to the second, the sea- 
son for shooting cock pheasants on V ttli- 
eoiivor Island has always opened on 

j October 1st. and on the Mainland On 
October 15th. 1 sec no reason why the 

! season should be changed to the loth on 
the Island. The birds are always well 
grown by the 1st. with 'he exception of 

la few of the late broods, and so fivr 

I opening the season on the 1st has had i 
no bad effects on tho number of birds. 
Circumstances nmv be difi.'rent on the 
Mainland, and if so, by all means Jet 
them slick to the 15th " s their opening 
date, but there is no reason why we on; 
the Island should have a fortnight of j 
the best weathei in Which to shoot 
knocked off our season. One finds it | 
difficult to •understand any r"asoii Tor, 
die third recommendation. Six weeks 
of hen prliensam shooting would n:enn 
the killing off ot many thousands of | 

hens, and every sportsman who has, 
hecn spoken to on the subject express- 
ed himself entiiely against such a re- 
commendation being carried out. If the 
hens are lo be shot at all this year, a 
fortnight ot I he end of t he season 
would be more Iban sufficient. In any 
case it would lie better to wail until the 
end of October before any decision was 
arrived at on flic matter, as by that 
time the number of hens could be more 
rapidly ascertained.
